HE sat among a little crowd of business women listening to a lecturd 


on a purely business subject. She was a tiny mite ot a woman with 
a sensitive mouth and big, dreamy, wistful eyes. And it w as plain 
to be seen she was giving little heed to the lecture, 


'or her heart wasn't on business. 
She was doing her present work 


because she could earn a large salarj and with this salary buy things 
the world said she ought to ha*-*; *ud because this work seemed th; prac- 
tical, sensible thing to do; anc because her family approved of it—or 
rather, of the salary. 


But her ambitions w.-re *.'se-»L-*re: and so she sat there, to her co- 


workers a successful, busir.*»s girl; to v_er?elf. a dissatisfied, unhappy in- 
dividual. 
For she was .'e*"*.!og her %oul on husks, and she wanted to get 


tip and return to her faiiir's b?'j=e, There awaited the things she desired. 


For what did sh« get out i-i ber present position? Xcthing that she 


really cared for. She was not doing the work that was an expression ot 
herself; and the clothes and luxuries iuu bought with the money she earned 
gave her no real pleasure. 


What is the use of living a life in this way? It isn't life in its real 


sense. 
It is merely going through a form of living, but one in which the 


real 'self takes no part. For one only lives, when the real sell lives and 
expresses itself. 
And her real self was finding no expression. 


And she was doing this partly because it was the conventional thing

surance of the power to do, and is not the expression of our real ssif, an =x- 
pression of that whicn Is eternal and eternally sustained? 
For underneath 


the real things are the foundations of the universe. 


So in reality it is safe to listen to the inner voice, to heed the vision. 


For though the way may seem dark and full of obstacles, there is that to 
guide which seeth not with, mortal eyes.
